The  suggestion  they  have  ‘ 
offered  in  this  way  is  a good  one,  and  should 
be  acted  upon  by  the  Athletic  Association. 
We  have  been  without  that  necessary  accom- 
paniment of  an  athletic  field,  a grand  stand,  | 
for  a year  and  it  is  time  that  steps  were  being  j 
taken  to  obtain  one.  Add  to  the  foot-ball  I 
money  that  collected  from  the  alumni,  let  the  * 
college  musical  organizations  give  several 
representations  this  Winter  for  the  benefit  of  j 
the  fund,  and  then  by  Spring  we  will  be  able 
to  build  a grand  stand. 

^ I '*^HK  new  ''Register"  is  faulty  and  defective 
in  many  respects.  In  the  list  of  prescribed 
text  books  appear  the  names  of  books  whose 
use  has  long  since  been  abandoned,  while  the 
outlines  of  some  of  the  new  courses  are  e.xceed- 
ingly  unsatisfactory.  The  entertaining  read- 
ing afforded  under  the  title  of  “ Library  Rules  i 
and  Regulations,”  is,  in  turn,  surpa.ssed  by  the  '

striking  absurdities  of  “ The  list  of  donations  ” 
which,  for  example,  gravely  sets  forth  the  fact 
that  the  University  has  received  the  munifi- 
cent gift  of  an  almanac  for  the  year  1889, 
from  the  “ patent  medicine  ” firm  of  J.  C. 
Ayer  & Co.  Altogether,  it  is  the  poorest 
“ Register"  e\er  issued,  and  the  worst  attempt 
at  a College  Catalogue  we  ha\  e seen  in  many 
a day. 

IZ^OR  some  unaccountable  reason  the  ex- 
amination  roster  for  the  Fall  term  has 
been  withheld  until  the  last  week  before  the 
examinations.  This  is,  obviously,  unneces- 
sary and  injudicious,  and  has  seriously  impeded 
and  embarrassed  the  preliminary  preparation, 
while  it  has  been  particularly  annoying  to  those 
living  at  a distance,  by  po.stponing  all  plans 
for  returning  to  their  homes  until  the  last  mo- 
ment. 

But  the  most  serious  mistake  has  been  the 
continuing  of  recitations  into  the  period  set 
apart  for  the  examinations.  A single  week 
tor  this  purpose  is  very  little  time  indeed,  and 
when  this  is  encroached  upon  by  the  rigorous 
exactions  of  a few  of  the  departments,  it  will 
be  little  surprising  if  the  number  of  condi- 
tioned men  is  unusually  large.. 

T N presenting  to  our  readers  a portrait  of 
the  captain  of  this  year’s  foot-ball  team, 
we  desire  to  e.xpress  to  the  entire  team  our 
heartiest  congratulations  for  the  faithful  and 
successful  service  they  have  rendered.  Ser- 
vice that  has  received  material  and  enthusiastic 
support  always. 

Mr.  Warriner  has  captained  the  best  team 
Lehigh  ever  put  into  the  field,  with  credit  to 
himself  and  honor  to  the  University  ; winning 
the  approbation  of  all  by  his  tireless  energy 
and  efficient  service.  He  has  generally  exhib- 
ited good  judgement  in  the  choice  of  his  men, 
and  excellent  generalship  in  the  field,  while  his 
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individual  work  has  been  uniformly  brilliant. 

Our  acknowledgments  would  be  incomplete 
did  we  fail  to  include  the  services  rendered  by 
Mr.  Cullum,  as  manager  of  the  team.  The 
admirable  schedule  of  games  arranged,  and 
the  careful  consideration  for  the  teams  welfare 
at  home  and  abroad,  and  not  least,  the  excel- 
lent financial  management,  are  a few  of  the 
many  duties  he  has  clev'erly  performed. 


E T is  altogether  appropriate  that  some  sub- 
^ .stantial  acknowledgement  be  made  to  the 
members  of  this  years’  foot-ball  team,  which 
has  won  for  Lehigh  a ver)'  prominent  place 
among  American  Colleges,  in  foot-ball.  It 
is  an  old  custom  at  Yale,  to  present  each 
member  of  a victorious  team  with  some  fitting 
souvenir  of  the  season’s  work — usually  a 
badge,  or  watch-charm.  And  such  pleasing 
recognitions  of  merit  are  undoubtedly  among 
the  many  lesser  causes  that  increase  the  char- 
acteristic enthusiasm  and  spirit  with  which 
Yale  athletes  enter  into  their  contests.  If  this 
custom  should  be  inaugurated  here,  a similar 
effect  would  be  produced,  and  in  time,  such 
trophies  will  come  to  be  regarded  as  some- 
thing worth  striving  for  by  men  whose  athletic 
ambition  has  hitherto  lain  dormant. 

The  Burr  therefore  suggests  that  some  such 
souv^enir  be  presented  to  each  member  of  our 
foot-ball  team  as  a well  earned  mark  of  dis- 
tinction ; and,  furthermore,  that  the  College 
sustain  the  cost  of  the  same,  as  an  appropri- 
ate and  substantial  demonstration  of  its  ap- 
preciation of  the  team’s  success  this  year. 
We  know  this  suggestion  will  meet  the  appro- 
val of  all  who  believe  in  recognizing  and 
rewarding  the  worth  and  suceessful  endeavors 
of  our  athletes. 

T N reviewing  the  present  foot-ball  season, 
one  potent  factor  is  apt  to  be  overlooked 
— the  consolidated.  Primarily,  the  consoli- 
dated is  simply  a second  eleven,  a “feeder” 
to  the  University  team.  As  such,  it  deserves 
constant  attention  and  every  encouragement 


possible  ; upon  it,  in  a great  measure,  depends 
the  success  of  another  season.  Instead  of 
this  encouragement,  they  are  instructed  to 
play  an  “easy,  soft-tackling”  game,  and  in 
return,  are  treated  more  roughly  than  any 
other  team  Lehigh  has  to  cope  with.  A 
player  on  the  consolidated  does  not  hold  an 
enviable  position,  and  few  men  in  college  care 
to  risk  themselves  against  the  rough  Univer- 
sity team.  Of  course  there  is  a reason  for 
this — to  reduce  possible  accidents  to  the 
'Varsity  players  to  a minimum.  But  this  is 
“ dropping  the  hare  to  catch  the  bird.”  The 
regular  team  misses  the  kind  of  practice  they 
need,  and  the  consolidated  has  no  oppor- 
tunity to  properly  develop  the  players  from 
whom  our  future  teams  will  have  to  be  selected. 

It  has  been  further  noticed  that  most  of  the 
close  decisions  in  practice  games  were  made 
in  favor  of  the  ’Varsity.  If  the  consolidated 
had  had  the  advantage  of  all  doubts,  the  ten- 
dency to  sharp  work  by  the  regular  team 
would  have  been  greater,  and  much  of  the 
illegal  play  indulged  in  by  them  would  have 
been  checked,  and  as  a consequence,  less  fouls 
would  have  been  declared  against  us  in  im- 
portant games. 

There  seems  to  have  been  very  little  system 
in  organizing  and  training  the  consolidated. 
Virtually  it  is  entirely  separate  fro  them 
regular  team  in  its  management.  The  captain 
of  the  ’Varsity  should  be  the  first  to  notice 
the  defects  in  his  team,  and  his  judgment 
should  be  relied  upon  to  apply  the  remedy. 
As  a consequence,  the  selection  and  manage- 
ment of  the  second  team  should  devolve  upon 
him.  Concerted  action  and  efficient  practice 
would  then  be  possible,  and  the  team  would 
be  compelled  to  play  the  kind  of  foot-ball 
they  play  in  match  games. 

This  season  will  have  been  a most  success- 
ful one  if  the  valuable  experience  gained 
be  used  to  good  advantage  next  Fall.  It  is 
to  be  remembered  that  with  the  present 
season’s  close,  begins  preparation  for  another 
year’s  team. 
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fact  that  Lehigh  has  no  popular 
religious  organization  must  be  patent 
to  all  of  the  students,  at  least,  of  this  institu- 
tion. The  Guild,  after  an  existence  of  a num- 
ber of  years,  has  shown  itself  incapable  of 
arousing  the  religious  enthusiasm  which 
another  organization,  establi.shed  in  the  ma- 
jority of  our  sister  colleges,  has  succeded,  not 
only  in  arousing,  but  maintaining.  It  is  far 
from  our  purpose  to  decry  the  University 
Guild,  but  it  is  our  earnest  conviction,  upheld 
we  think  by  the  opinion  of  many  men  in  col- 
lege, that  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Associa- 
tion posses.ses  inherently  a greater  influence 
over  the  better  side  of  a college  man’s  char- 
acter than  any  independent  organization  can. 
The  college  Young  Men’s  Christian  Associa- 
tion is  a general  institution  exi.sting  in  most  of 
the  American  colleges  and  universities,  and 
as  such  is  free  from  all  taint  of  cant  or  senti- 
mentality so  objectionable  to  the  average 
college  man.  Its  growth  has  been  rapid, 
but  not  of  a mushroom  character  by  any 
means.  Its  permanence  is  assured  by  the 
costly  building  for  social  and  literary  purposes 
that  are  continually  being  erected  at  the  places 
where  it  has  gained  a foothold,  and  sufficient 
assurance  of  its  popularity  here,  is  furnished 
by  its  remarkable  successes  in  other  and 
similar  institutions  of  learning. 

The  establishment  of  the  Youn^  Men’s 

o 

Christian  Association  need  by  no  means  inter- 
fere with  the  Guild.  The  Guild  always  has 
been,  although  aiming  to  be  otherwise,  a 
society  for  our  Episcopal  students.  As  such 
let  it  remain  and  fill  the  position  for  which  it 
has  demonstrated  itself  to  be  only  capable ; 
at  all  events  let  us  show  a progressive  spirit 
and  establish  a Young  Men’s  Christian  Asso- 
ciation. 


THE  REGISTER. 

^ I '''HAT  comprehensive  annual,  the  “ Reg-- 
isier,”  appeared  December  4,  rather  later 
than  usual,  clothed  in  the  same  flimsy  green 
garb,  and  containing  essentially  the  same 
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curious  subject  matter,  that  has  marked  this  as 
an  unique  publication,  in  former  years. 

More  changes  than  usual  have  been  made  in 
the  list  of  instructors  during  the  past  year. 
The  faculty  is  now  reduced  to  twelve  persons, 
owing  to  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sny- 
der. The  only  other  change  is  the  name  of 
Prof  Hyde,  which  appears  for  the  first  time. 
These,  with  one  lecturer,  and  eighteen  instruct- 
ors, constitute  our  entire  teaching  corps.  The 
total  number  of  students  is  418;  an  increase 
of  35  over  last  year.  There  are  29  Graduates, 
54  Seniors,  69  Juniors,  80  Sopomores,  165 
P'reshmen  and  21  Specials.  This  shows  an 
increase  of  43  in  the  Freshman  class,  and  a 
falling  off  of  eight  for  the  three  upper  classes. 

VVe  are  glad  to  notice  the  .special  stress  laid 
upon  the  courses  in  the  School  of  General 
Literature  ; and  further,  to  notice  the  increased 
number  of  students  in  these  departments.  The 
program  of  studies  for  the  courses  of  Mining 
and  Metallurgy,  are  made  separate  and  dis- 
tinct, doing  away  with  the  confusion  that  might 
otherwise  be  entailed.  The  course  in  Archi- 
tecture is  similar,  in  many  respects,  to  the  Civil 
Engineering  Course.  This  is  the  sixth  tech- 
nical course  to  be  presented.  One  of  the  most 
noticeable  of  the  new  features  is  the  Henry  S. 
Haines’  Scholarship.  We  hope  it  is  the  be- 
ginning of  many  similar  manifestations  of  lib- 
erality and  of  interest  by  the  friends  of  the 
University.

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THE  SOUTHERN  TRIP. 

T EDNESDAY  morning,  November 
^ 27,  The  new  private  car  of  the  Di- 

rectors of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad,  left 
Bethlehem  for  the  South,  with  the  football 
team.  The  car  was  decorated  on  either  side 
with  strips  of  canvas  bearing  the  legend  : 
“ The  Lehigh  Univ'ersity  Football  Team — 
Champions  of  Pennsylvania  ” Accompanying 
the  party  were  Mr.  Rollin  fE  Wilbur,  by  whose 
courtesy  the  car  had  been  obtained,  and  whose 
generous  hospitality  and  kindly  services  were 


constantly  manifested  throughout  the  journey  ; 
Mr.  J.  Barlow  Cullum,  manager  of  the  team, 
and  Mr.  A.  E.  Phillips,  representing  The  Burr 
and  the  Philadelphia  Press.  A handsome  box 
of  cut  flowers — roses  and  boutonnieres,  bore 
Mrs.  R.  FI.  Wilbur’s  good  wishes — and  amid 
the  cheers  of  the  crowd  of  Lehigh  men  the 
journey  began  Via  Easton,  and  Philadelphia, 
Baltimore  was  reached  safely.  Leaving  the  car 
there,  the  team  proceeded  to  Annapolis,  where 
the  first  stop  was  made.  The  first  Cadet  Hop 
of  the  season  was  in  progress  at  Armory  Hall, 
and  nearly  every  one  looked  in  for  a few  nio- 
ments. 

The  sensation  of  the  day  came  in  the 
morning  with  the  arrival  of  three  old  Lehigh 
men,  just  as  the  play  began.  A faint  Lehigh 
cheer  was  heard  in  the  direction  of  the  town, 
and  in  a moment  a dilapidated  old  “ night 
liner  ” dashed  into  view,  with  Dicky  Boynton, 
’89,  waving  a Lehigh  banner,  Ralph  Lee  and 
Welch,  ’92,  j'elling  like  wild.  It  was  but  a 
spark  of  humor  and  enthusiasm,  but  it  cheered 
the  team  immensely.  The  party  dined  with 
the  Cadets,  and  after  witnessing  the  field  sports 
on  the  parade  grounds,  in  the  afternoon,  re- 
turned to  Baltimore,  glad  to  get  back  to  the 
.car  which  was  not  left  for  the  remainder  of  the 
journey,  and  the  evening  was  spent  at  the 
theatres. 

Washington  was  reached  Eriday  morning, 
and  several  hours  pleasantly  passed  in  driving 
about  the  city,  and  visiting  the  pu’olic  build- 
ings. After  the  game,  a box  party,  including 
both  College  teams,  witnessed  Richard  Mans- 
field, in  Richard  HI.  Much  to  every  one’s 
relief,  during  the  night  Martin  and  Dough- 
erty reached  Willard’s,  where  the  party  was 
stopping;  for  Captain  Warriner  had  been  so 
badly  hurt,  in  the  afternoon  game,  as  to  be 
obliged  to  leave  the  field — for  the  first  time  in 
in  two  seasons,  and  the  team  was  weak  at 
centre  and  right  tackle  ; Mercur  being  rather 
light,  and  Balliet  playing  poorly.  The  arrival 
of  these  men  greatly  strengthened  the  team  and 
brightened  the  prospects  for  the  last  game. 
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An  early  morning  train  was  taken  for  Char- 
lottesville, 1 1 3 miles  south  of  Washington.  The 
prowess  of  the  Virginia  team  had  been  loudly 
proclaimed,  and  several  of  Johns  Hopkins’ 
eleven  declared  they  would  defeat  Lehigh  with- 
out trouble.  They  were  a team  of  giants,  and 
having  overwhelmingly  defeated  every  eleven  in 
that  section,  were  becoming  ambitious  to  tackle 
Princeton.  After  an  uneventful  journey  the  train 
drew inat  Charlottesville, where  largecrowd  had 
assembled  to  get  a glimpse  of  “ Northerners.” 
It  was  “ Dixie  land  sure,”  and  some  one  ex- 
claimed, as  the  rushers  appeared,  “ My  Gord, 
where  did  them  big  men  grow !”  To  the  peo- 
ple, with  true  Virginia  enthusiastic  sectional- 
ism, it  was  a miniature  conte.st  between  the 
North  and  the  South.  So  they  seemed  to  re- 
gard it.  During  the  game  the  fair  Virginians 
cheered  their  University  boys  lustily  ; and 
fortunately  it  was,  the  Lehigh  team  did  not  see 
the  frowns  and  pouts  that  invariably^  greeted 
their  clever  plays.  When  the  customary  cheers 
were  given,  at  the  conclusion,  the  crowd  so  far 
forgot  itself  as  to  hiss  the  Lehigh  men,  but 
this  was  soon  afterwards  recompensed  by  the 
mo.st  cordial  hospitality,  and  even  the  referee 
and  umpire  were  finally  forgiven. 

In  the  evening  the  quaint  old  town  was 
thoroughly  explored  and,  as  “training”  was 
over,  every  one  had  a good  time.  The  early 
risers  Sunday  morning  visited  Monticello, 
and  at  noon  the  F.  F.  V.  was  taken  Northward. 
Just  before  reaching  Philadelphia,  a neat  litcle 
supper  was  given  by  Mr.  Wilbur,  on  the  car, 
and  heartily  enjoyed.  Too  late  to  make  con- 
nections for  Bethlehem,  the  ni^ght  was  spent  at 
the  Bingham,  and  at  8.30  Monday  morning, 
the  journey  was  completed.  Altogether  it 
was  a most  enjoyable  trip,  and  the  most  ex- 
tended any  College  football  team  has  ever 
taken.  Three  games  were  played  on  three 
successive  days,  scoring  102  points  to  their 
opponents  18,  and  involving  nearly  eight  hun- 
dred miles  of  travel ; and  the  team  returned 
having  added  “ Champions  of  the  South,”  to 
their  other  laurels. 


LEHIGH  26;  NAVAL  .4CADEMV  6. 
^^^HURSDAY  morning,  November  28,  the 
first  game  was  played  at  Annapolis,  on 
the  parade  grounds  of  the  Academy.  The 
heavy'  rains  of  the  night  previous  rendered  the 
field  soft  and  slippery',  but  the  day  was  fair 
and  mild.  Many'  ladies  from  Baltimore,  and 
elsewhere  were  present,  and  their  gay  colors 
furnished  a very  pretty  contrast  to  the  multi- 
tude of  blue  uniforms.  Lehigh  was  weak  at 
both  tackles;  Rafferty,  with  an  injured  shoulder, 
and  Mercur  blocking  poorlyo  Reese’s  fine 
tackling  and  Dashiell’s  splendid  interference, 
were  the  features  of  the  game.  The  Cadets 
tried  to  break  through  the  line  every  time  ; it 
was  their  only'  play;  relying  entirely  on 
strength  and  agility  to  win  by  short  rushes  ; 
and  exhibiting  both,  as  well  as  excellent  stay- 
ing powers.  Captain  VVarriner  play'ed  a run- 
ning  game,  with  long  around  ends,  in  which 
Dashiell  distinguished  himself  by  his  skillful 
interference. 

The  Cadets  won  the  toss  and  took  the  ball, 
quickly  gaining  twenty-five  yards  by  Taylor’s 
strong  rushes.  Further  gain  is  stopped  and 
Taylor  punts,  Dashiell  returning  and  Reese 
gets  the  ball  out  of  bounds  at  the  middle  line. 
It  is  carried  along  rapidly,  Emery  and  Raf- 
ferty making  good  runs,  but  near  Cadets  goal 
Emrich  cleverly  takes  it  out  of  Warri tier's 
arms  as  he  goes  through  the  line,  and  it  is 
forced  back  to  centre.  For  half  an  hour 
neither  side  can  carry  it  far,  both  blocking  and 
tacking  finely',  and  playing  a very  even  game. 
Finally',  however,  when  Lehigh  gets  the  ball 
on  four  downs,  at  the  Cadets  forty  yard  line. 
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Warriner  takes  it,  and  rushes  around  left  end, 
guarded  by  Dashiell.  Every  tackle  is  frus- 
trated, and  after  a very  pretty  run  the  ball  goes 
down  behind  the  posts,  and  Dashiell  kicks 
goal. 

But  the  Cadets  are  not  to  be  beaten  so 
easily.  They  start  at  centre,  and  in  two  min- 
utes, by  quick,  clever  plays,  in  a series  of 
sharp  rushes  by  Gatlin  and  Taylor,  who  go 
through  Lehigh’s  line  as  they  please,  make  a 
touch-down,  from  which  goal  is  kicked  and 
the  score  tied.  Then  Lehigh  wakes  up  ; thirty 
yards  are  gained  by  the  V and  Emery  fifteen 
more,  but  the  ball  is  soon  lost  on  four  attempts 
to  break  through  the  line.  No  further  scoring 
is  done  this  half,  and  when  the  intermission  is  , 
taken  the  game  stands  a draw,  with  the  score 
6 to  6. 

In  the  second  half  the  wedge  carries  the 
ball  forward  fifteen  yards,  and  Emery  five, 
then  Dashiell  kicks,  and  the  Cadets  lose  the 
ball  on  their  five  yard  line,  and  Warriner  ' 
quickly  rushes  it  over.  The  punt  out  fails 
and  the  Cadets  soon  carry  it  back  to  the  mid-  ; 
die  of  the  field.  But  Reese  gets  through  and 
does  some  superb  tackling  back  of  the  line 
which  regains  the  ball.  Warriner  makes  a ' 
beautiful  run  around  end  to  the  goal  line,  but 
is  called  back,  by  the  referee.  Nothing  is  lost 
however,  for  he  immediatel)'  repeats  the  per- 
formance, and  this  time  the  touch-down  is  al 
lowed.  No  goal.  Eord  and  Dashiell  have  a 
punting  bout,  which  ends  by  the  Cadets  get- 
ting the  ball  on  Lehigh  s twenty-five  yard  line. 
But  Reese  tackles  their  runners  time  after 
time,  forcing  them  to  lose  ten  yards  ; Dashiell 
makes  a brilliant  dash  of  thirty  yards  and  then 
kicks,  Rafferty  securing  the  ball.  A try  for  goal 
from  the  field  fails,  and  the  Cadets  soon  force 
the  fight  away  from  their  goal  ; finally  los- 
ing the  ball  on  four  downs,  near  centre  field. 
At  the  first  line  up  Warriner  makes  the  finest 
run  of  the  day,  full  fifty  yards,  and,  aided  by 
Dashiell,  scores  a touch-down.  Dashiell  kicks 
goal  and  the  score  is  20  to  6. 

Play  starts  at  centre  ; Catlin  and  Taylor 


gaining  slowly  by  short  rushes.  Randolph, 
who  has  taken  Rafferty’s  place,  is  doing 
good  work,  and  Lehigh  soon  gets  the  ball, 
Dashiell  punting.  Taylor  returns  and  it  is 
downed  on  Cadets  forty  yard  line.  Warriner 
gains  fifteen,  and  then  Hutchinson  scores  a 
touch-down  by  a pretty  run  of  twenty-five 
yards.  Dashiell  kicks  goal,  and  a few  minutes 
later  time  is  called,  with  the  score  26  to  6.

The  predicted  cold  wave  reached  Washing- 
ton before  the  team  arrived  P'riday  morning, 
and  at  half  past  three  o’clock,  the  thousand  or 
more  people  gathered  at  Capitol  Park  to  wit- 
ness the  game,  were  too  chilled  to  be  enthusi- 
astic, and  sat  quietly  shivering  while  the  teams 
lined  up  to  play.  The  Johns  Hopkins  men 
took  the  bleaching  boards  and  had  the  cheer- 
ing all  their  own  way,  but  Lehigh  brown  was 
the  favorite  color  in  the  grand  stand,  here  and 
there  combined  with  the  crimson  of  the 
Columbia  Athletic  Club.  The  contest  was  an 
uninteresting  one  and  characterized  by  few 
clever  plays  on  either  side.

Captain  Warriner  won  the  toss  and  took 
the  ball.  Ten  yards  by  the  wedge  and  then 
good  runs  by  Emery,  Dashiell  and  Hutchin- 
son carried  the  ball  to  the  fifteen  yard  line  and 
Dashiell  scored  a touch-down  in  two  minutes, 
and  one  minute  later  Warriner  scored  again  ; 
no  goal.  Whitelock  punted  out  and  Dashiell 
returned,  Balliei  getting  the  ball  on  Hopkins 
twenty  yard  line.  Dashiell  tries  a goal  from 
the  field  but  it  goes  wide  of  the  mark,  and 
Whitelock’s  punt  out  is  returned,  Downey 
dropping  on  the  ball.  Several  rushes  by 
Hutchinson  and  Dashiell  follow  and  Warriner 
scores  after  fifteen  minutes  play;  Dashiell 
kicking  goal,  score  14  to  o. 

Rushes  by  Whitelock  and  Mitchell  carry 
the  ball  to  Lehigh’s  twenty  yard  line,  but 
Coates  breaks  through  and  gets  the  ball. 
Then  Emery  makes  thirty-five  yards  around 
right  end,  and  Warriner  fifteen  around  left, 
and  ten  through  centre.  Hutchinson  and 
Dashiell  take  it  to  a foot  of  the  line  and  the 
latter  scores.  No  goal.  Lehigh  keeps  the 
ball  close  in  to  Hopkins  goal,  but  continual 
fumbling  prevents  scoring  for  some  time. 
Warriner  is  tackled  hard  and  forced  to  retire. 
Cope  taking  his  place.  A minute  later  Emery 
scores  a touchdown  from  which  Hutchinson 
kicks  goal  and  time  is  soon  culled  with  the 
score  24  to  o. 

Darkness  stopped  the  game  after  twenty-five 
minutes  in  the  second  half,  but  sixteen  points 
were  scored ; Cope  getting  through  the  line 
finely  and  tackling  well.  Hopkins  gained  fif 
teen  yards  by  the  rush,  but  quickly  lost  it  all 
trying  the  double  pass.  Lehigh  loses  the 
ball  several  times  by  fouls  and  fumbles  and 
then  by  a clever  run  Huti,iiinson  makes  a 
touchdown.  The  punt-out  fails,  but  Cope 
runs  guarded  by  Dashiell  and  is  downed  only 
a yard  from  the  line.  There  the  latter  fumbles, 
but  Hopkins  quickly  loses  the  ball  on  four 


: downs  and  Hutchinson  scores  again,  Dashiell 
kicking  the  goal. 

Erorn  centre  Whitelock  makes  a couple  of 
i gains  and  then  kicks,  Hutchinson  securing 
the  ball  on  Lehigh’s  thirty  yard  line.  Quick 
rushes  by  Dashiell,  Cope  and  Hutchinson 
carry  the  ball  rapidly  down  the  field  and 
Dashiell  scores  the  last  touch  down  and  kicks 
the  goal,  making  the  final  score  40  to  o. 

LEHIGH,  26;  UNIVERSITY  OF  VIRGINIA,  12. 

The  best  game  in  the  South,  and  one  of 
the  most  cleverly  contested  of  the  season,  was 
played  at  Charlottesville,  Saturday  afternoon, 
November  30.  An  uninterrupted  series  of 
brilliant  victories  gave  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia eleven  entire  confidence  in  their  ability 
to  defeat  Lehigh,  and  the  scores  of  the  two 
teams  against  Johns  Hopkins — Virginia  win- 
ning with  ease  by  68  to  o on  Thursday,  and 
Lehigh  only  scoring  40  points  the  follov/ing 
day — seemed  to  bear  out  the  judgment  of  their 
friends.  The  magnificent  November  weather 
of  midland  Virginia  attracted  a large  and 
brilliant  crowd,  including  most  of  the  Laculty 
and  a great  number  of  ladies  to  the  University 
athletic  grounds,  to  witness  the  contest  for  the 
foot-ball  championship  of  the  South. 

Captain  Warriner  won  the  toss  and  took 
the  ball,  defending  the  south  goal  with  a steep 
grade  to  overcome.  The  wedge  gained  five 
yards,  and  quick  rushes  carried  the  ball  slowly 
forward,  V^irginia  struggling  hard  ; but  Lehigh 
gave  no  opportunity  for  opposition,  putting 
the  ball  in  play  rapidly,  and  before  the  Vir- 
ginians could  recover  their  first  surprise 
Dashiell  took  it  on  a double  pass  and  by  a 
fine  run  around  left  end  scored  a touch-down 
after  two  minutes  play;  no  goal.  Coates 
secured  the  ball  on  the  twenty  yard  line  and 
Warriner  quickly  scored  again.  Walker  fum 
bled  the  punt  out,  and  Rafferty  carried  the 
ball  to  the  five  yard  line. 

At  last  the  Virginians  begin  to  show  their 
strength.  Lehigh  pounds  away  at  their  rush 
line  unavailingly  and  loses  the  ball  four  downs. 
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It  is  dangerously  near  their  goal,  but  they 
boldly  try  a run,  and  Hall  dashes  through 
centre  for  full  twenty  yards.  Then  Lucas 
punts,  Dashiell  returning,  and  Virginia  has 
gained  five  yards.  Strong  rushes  followed  by 
a beautiful  run  of  twenty-five  yards  by  Neely 
carry  the  struggle  far  into  Lehigh's  territory 
and  Virginia  nearly  scores  on  Hutchinson's 
fumble.  For  fifteen  minutes  Lehigh  is  hard 
pressed  on  the  defensive,  but  gaining  the  ball 
on  their  thirty-yard  line,  by  a magnificent 
series  of  quick  rushes,  it  is  borne  up  the 
field  and  Warriner  scores  another  touchdown, 
Dashiell  kicking  the  goal.  A minute  later 
Hutchinson  cleverly  drops  on  the  ball  at 
centre  field,  after  long  punt  by  Dashiell  from 
near  goal  line,  and  the  first  half  ends  with  the 
score  14  to  o. 

Lehigh  now  has  the  heavy  grade  in  their 
favor,  but  the  final  struggle  is  very  equal,  each 
side  scoring  twelve  points;  and  the  Virginians 
show  indomnable  pluck,  keeping  up  a vigor- 
ous aggressive  game  to  the  last.  The  two 
teams  line  up,  and  Neely  is  off  like  a flash, 
gaining  ten  yards  all  alone.  Then  he  slips 
through  Lehigh’s  line  and  shaking  off  the 
tacklers  runs  fifteen  yards  further.  Again  he 
takes  the  ball  forward  by  a brilliant  dash  of 
twenty  yards.  Whittaker  fails  to  gain,  but 
Neely  immediately  makes  five  yards;  and  at 
the  next  line  up,  dropping  down  among  the 
rushers,  creeps  nimbly  over  the  goal  line.  It 
is  a touchdown,  and  the  Virginians  are  wild 
with  enthusiasm.  Lucas  kicks  goal. 

But  Lehigh  comes  up  smiling  to  the  scratch. 
They  know  their  superiority  and  make  the 
most  of  it.  The  ball  is  put  in  play  time  after 
time  with  bewildering  rapidity,  and  before  the 
crowd  has  quieted  down,  by  quick  rushes  and 
brilliant  interference  they  score  again  on  one 
of  Warriner’s  fine  runs.  Dashiell  kicks  the 
goal  and  play  is  resumed  at  the  middle  of  the 
field. 

Only  ten  minutes  of  the  half  are  gone,  and 
the  Virginians  rally  for  another  assault  on 
Lehigh’s  goal.  They  meet  with  stubborn 


resistance  and  are  forced  back  again  and  again. 
A half  hour  passes  and  Lehigh  gets  the  ball 
in  their  opponents  territory  for  the  first  time. 
But  hard  rushes  by  Rafferty  and  Warriner 
fail  to  gain  a foot  and  then  Dashiell  goes  back 
to  punt.  Walker  passes  poorly  and  Hall 
forces  through.  Cleverly  blocking  the  kick, 
he  seizes  ball  and  dashing  past  Dashiell 
sprints  up  the  field.  Reese  is  through  after 
him  instantly,  but  it  is  a stern-chase,  and  he 
gets  safely  over  the  line.  Goal  is  kicked  and 
the  score  stands  20  to  1 2. 

Lehigh  masses  for  a wedge  and  rush  im- 
petuously forward,  bnt  are  met  b\'  a hard 
counter  rush  and  gain  nothing.  It  is  the  best 
blocked  V of  the  season.  The  teams  come 
tog-ether  like  two  cannon  balls  and  Martin  is 
stretched  out  on  the  field.  Resuming  play ; 
after  several  unavailing  dashes  Dashiell  punts 
far  down  the  field  and  Lucas  fumbles,  Rafferty 
dropping  on  the  ball.  Then  Warriner  slips 
around  end  and  scores  again.  Goal  by 
Dashiell. 

Again  the  Virginians  force  their  way  toward 
Lehigh’s  goal  and  in  one  of  the  fierce  scrim- 
mages Captain  Warriner  is  compelled  to  give 
place  to  Cope,  and  Downey  takes  Emery’s 
place  at  end.  Lehigh  rallies  somewhat  and 
carries  the  ball  to  Virginia's  twenty-five  yard 
line  and  then  time  is  called  with  the  score 
26  to  1 2. 

Lehigh’s  rush  line  was  a little  heavier,  but 
Virginia  blocked  better  and  got  through 
cleverly.  They  were  slow  in  playing  the  ball 
however,  and  exhibited  little  team  work, 
doing  scarcely  any  interference ; but  they 
played  a very  strong  individual  game,  show- 
ing remarkable  pluck  and  endurance,  and 
have  all  the  material  for  a first  class  foot  ball 
team.

imposed  such  an  obligation  upon  us,  nor  are 
they  likely  to  institute  any  such  custom.  The 
Faculty  at  Lehigh  never  attempt  to  restrict  or 
infringe  upon  the  personal  rights  of  the 
student  in  any  way,  and  such  a step  as  the 
foregoing  would  be  entirely  opposed  to  the 
spirit  of  college  government  prevalent  here.
